Washington — Every year about 


this time the National Association 
of Manufacturers has a meeting and

nomic forces in which they them- 
selves play such a dominant part. 


Government, on the other hand, 


must view public questions in a 
broad policy sense, weighing care- 
fully the fact that the power to sus- 
tain government comes from the 
people themselves and that, in a 
system where universal 
suffrage 


exists, it is not easy to accept one | 
viewpoint—the business idea, for) 
instance—and exclude all the oth- , 
ers. 
, 


The value of the NAM session is, i 


ot course, that business men do i 
give expression to what they deem 
to be the prime needs of the nation ' 
to achieve economic stability, and . 
just now the outcry is that govern- ' 
ment should do its utmost to re- 
move the uncertainties that have I 
led to a loss of confidence on the 
part of the business community. 
Some of the points stressed, such 
as revision of the tax structure, are 
in process of being accepted now 
by government, and there can be 
no doubt that the protests by busi- 
ness men have been influential in 
creating this trend here. 


But the basic problem—one might 


almost say. in a large sense, the 
real political problem of the hour— 
is seldom touched upon by the ex- 
ponents of any of the group philos- 
ophies. Labor rarely talks about it 
and capital is hesitant to offer a 
formula. It concerns the matter of 
increasing America's home market 
and her foreign market.

capacity unparalleled in the world, 
the task of the United States is to 
find the markets, which is but an- 
other way of saying jobs must be 
created and purchasing power in- 
creased either at home or abroad so 
that increased production may be 
consumed.

productive machine? Not a single ' 
suggestion on this point seems to , 
have been made by the speakers at 
the NAM, and the inference is left 
that the business men of America 
are quite content with the home 
market and that they feel jobs will 
be created and goods will be sold 
within the United States if only 
the government reverses some o"f 
its social or socialistic policies, as 
the case may be.

tip-ups are set at two per person 
which was published in the Apple- 
ton Post-Crescent. When the limit 
of fish is already set I think any 
roan at any time he goes ice fishing 
can take care of three tip-ups as 
easily as two. or are the commercial 
fishermen afraid there will not be 
enough fish left for them when 
they can get them by the netful.

Kaukauna—An ordinance naming 


and renaming several of Kaukau- 
na's streets was passed at the reg- 
ular meeting of the city council last 
night and a petition for the erection 
of a windbreak on the Lawe street 
bridge denied.

avenue: Maloney road from Draper 
street north to the city limits will 
be Gertrude street, and the street 
connecting with Gertrude 
about 


1.000 feet north "of Hyland avenue 
will be named Joyce street. 


The council disagreed at first 


when the matter of the streets was 
mentioned. Alderman W. II. Cooper 
was of the opinion that the new 
highway would always be known 
as the superhighway, no matter 
what name the council nominally 
attached to it. and Alderman Jule 
Merles suggested that Little Chute 
be consulted in regard to the name. 
Other aldermen asked that the mat- 
ter be laid over until a future meet- 
ing, but at the insistence of the ma- 
jority a ten minute recess was tak- 
en and the new ordinance prepar- 
ed. 


Asks Delay 


After the ordinance had been 


brought in Alderman T. L. Scgge- 
link told the council that in the 
preparation of the document sev- 
eral aldermen were as yet undecid- 
ed ?nd again asked that the matter 
be laid over, but only Alderman 
Merles and Edward Steidl support- 
ed a motion to this effect. With the 
voting of the ordinance decided 
upon immediately, all aldermen 
supported it. 


The question of a windbreak for 


the Lawe street bridge also created 
much discussion. A petition of 190 
signatures 
was presented to the 


council by 
City Clerk Lester J. 


Brenzel asking that the windbreak 
be erected. Alderman Otto M. Ludt- 
ke spoke in favor of the proposal, 
saying that the need had been felt 
for many years, and other com- 
munities, such as Kimberly, 
had 


windbreaks. Alderman Oscar Alger 
reported 
that lie had received a 


tentative 
estimate 
from a local 


source in regard 
to the cost of 


materials, 
the amount running 


slightly over $300. The estimate was 
based on the use of sheet metal in 
the windbreak, and provided for 
one six feet high. 


Ludtke was supported by Cooper, 


who cited the distance traveled by 
students and townspeople in reach- 
ing the high school, municipal build 
ing and post office as the basis for 
a windbreak. 


$200 In Treasury 


A damper w=>s thrown on enthu- 


siasm for the structure by a state- 
ment by Alderman Raymond Nagel, 
financial committee head, who re- 
ported the council had but $200 
left in the treasury, and would need 
help from the utilities to pay the 
next two payrolls. Considering that 
some $1.200 of police pension money 
was supposed to be in the treasury 
the city was about $1.000 in the 
red. "The idea is a good one," Na- 
gel concluded, "but the condition 
of the city's finances precludes its 
adoption." 


It was suggested that the use of 


snow plo /s on Kaukauna sidewalks 
be discontinued and 
the 
money 


saved in this manner be used for 
the windbreak. After some argu- 
ment the council abolished the use 
of plows on sidewalks, only Ludtke 
and Cooper opposing the motion, 
but refused to erect the windbreak. 


The council also voted to accept 


the Mcrritt Black plat in the north- 
western part of the city. Aldermen 
Cooper, Ludtke. Merles. Mulholland 
and Steidl supported the motion 
with Aldermen Scggelink. Alger, 
Femal. Kilgas and Nagel opposing 
it.

Kaukauna—In 1898 the city took 


steps to provide the community 
with adequate health 
protection. 


The city physician was to be nam- 
ed the health officer of Kaukauna, 
and was to be appointed by the 
mayor and confirmed by the coun- 
cil. It was to be his duty to execute 
the orders and regulations of the 
board of health and to see that the 
laws of the state were also ob- 
served. 


It was decided that the board 


of health should consist of three 
members of the council, appointed 
by the mayor within three days af- 
tei each annual election. The city 
physician was to be ex-officio a 
member of th - board. The board 
organized itself by electing a chair- 
man and clerk and repoiting to the 
state board of health the name and 
address of the city health officer. 


The duty of the city health of- 


ficer was defined as seeing that all 
parts of the city was kept clean 
and in proper condition; to inspect 
sewers, gutters and drains and to 
prevent cluttering of alleys, streets 
and public 
grounds. He was to 


visit and inspect private premises 
and compel removal 
of 
matter 


found there injurious to health He 
was instructed to visit tenement 
houses and make sure they were 
not overcrowded. 
The city health 


officer also was charged with treat- 
ing and providing for the illnesses 
of indigent persons. 


Any rules the board of health 


might make were to be enforced 
by the city health officer. 
Upon 


the appearance 
of any cases of 


small pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
Asiatic fever, cholera or other con- 
tagious diseases hr> was to investi- 
gate the circumstances and report 
to the board. Any city physician 


who was called upon to attend a 
case of this nature was ordered to 
icport it within 48 hours to the 
board of health, or be liable to a 
fine of from 55 to $25 for each day 
of delay. 
The board was author- 


ized to appoint all necessary depu- 
ties for carrying out their orders. 


No one but practicing physicians 


were to be allowed to dispense poi- 
sons, and druggists were required 
to note the name, age, purpose, day 
and date of sale, quantity, and per- 
son for whom it was intended in 
every case. 


A last provision ot the health 


code provided penalties for those 
who adulterated any food or drink- 
ing substances. 
The city attorney 


was given the power to prosecute 
offenders.

half honor tricks the responder 
usually should try for a slam unless 
his ha'nd, also, hns 4-3-3-3 distribu- 
tion." 
1 answered each individual pro- 


test. and now make public, that my 
answer did not violate any prin- 
ciple, cither of the Culbcrtson sys- 
tem, or bridge itself. I do acknowl- 
edge and apologize ior the poor 
phrasing of the excerpt, but it ieenu- 
to me that any player who tries to 
memorize a so-called rule without 
attempting to understand the spirit 
behind it deserves whatever comes 
to him. The statement in the Gold 
Book cannot be taken literally, for 
the simple reason that it is am- 
biguous. Apparently I recommend- 
ed that no slam try be made by 
the responder to a two no trump bid 
•with any number of honor tricks. 
as long as he has the dcpised 4-3-3-3 
distribution. Now, I ask you. how 
could I have meant such an ab- 
surdity?

I was told that the train would 
surely be on time. 
The trains I 


took from Switzerland to Milan, 
and from Milan to Florence, had 
been an hour or two late in each 
case. 


I did gel to Rome just about on 


time. People say Mussolini has or- 
dered the trains to run on sched- 
ule, and the railroad workers seem 
to feel he can "check up" more 
closely at his capital city. 


The Pantheon as it Looks Today 


Italy has a king—Victor Em- 


manuel—but he has little, if any, 
power. His palace is close to the 
hotel at which I am sta% ing. There 
are a few guards around it. but 
not many. The king may be call- 
ed "Italy's Forgotten Man." 


Mussolini, the real ruler, is sup- 


posed to be trying to bring back 
the "glory" of ancient Rome, or 
some of it. at least. Long ago, the 
Romans had power 
over 
Spain. 


France, Greece, Palestine, 
Egypt 


and other lands. 


Rome contains many remains of 


the olden Romans. These include 
the Coliseum, the Forum and the 
Pantheon. 


The Roman Pantheon was built 


in 27 B. C. It was damaged when 
struck by lightning, but later was 
repaired. 


The •word "Pantheon" moans "all 


of the gods." 
The Pantheon of 


Rome was at one time a home of 
most of the gods worshipped in the 
Roman world. At least it contained 
their statues, and people went there 
to pray to them. 


The Pantheon was 
a 
place of 


splendor. Instead of a roof of a 
common kind, it has a dome which 
glittered with gilded bronze. 
In- 


deed. the building was mainly a 
gigantic dome. 


The building still stands, and the 


dome is the .largest (but not the 
highest) in the world. It is close to 
140 feet wide on the inside, making 
it wider than the famous domes 
of St. Peter's church. 
In some 


places the walls of the Pantheon 
are 20 feet thick. 


In the year 608. the Pantheon 


was turned into a Christic.ii church, 
and the statues of gods, and god- 
desses were taken out of it. 


When St. Peter's church was be- 


ing built three centuries ago, the 
bronze from the dome of the Pan- 
theon was taken away. The bronze 
wighcd 430.000 pound?, and part of 
it was used in making the bronze 
pillars for the canopy over the high 
altar of St. Peter's, 


Looking at the Pantheon today, 


we • may think of the time when 
the Roman1; went there to sacri- 
fice to Jupiter and Juno, to Mars 
and YPPUS, to Neptune and Min 
crva. The opening at the top of 
thf dome is 28 feet wide, and sup- 
plies a fair amount of light.

That few couples live up to the good inten- 


tions with which they started out is only too 
sadly true, and if most men and women after 
five. ten. fifteen years of marriage would 
make a check of themselves to see what kind 
of husbands and wives they have really 
made they would gel the shock of their lives. 
They would be amazed to realize that they 
had 'done pretty nearly all of the things 
that they had promised themselves never to 
do. and left undone the things that they 
most intended to do.

He would never let Mary become one of those pathetic, heart-hun- 
gry women who are so starved for affection that they grow bitter or 
flirtatious.

He would never become 
the kind of husband who treats his 
wife as if she were just a piece of 
useful household furniture.

Decayed Twigs Make 


Feed for New Trees 


Twigs and branches too small for 


fuel have their own value in the 
well managed farm woodland, the 
soil conservation service points out 
in a bulletin to R. C. Swanson, 
county agricultural agent. 


They should be left to decay and 


help feed the coming crop of trees. 
To pile and burn them is as waste- 
ful as burning the straw from a 
grain crop. Farmers who are dou- 
ble-cropping the wooded areas—for 
timber and fuel and also for wild 
game—may want to pile some of 
the small branches. 
Brush piles 


are favorite refuges for many birds 
and many varieties of small game. 
Other waste material, well scatter- 
ed, will decay and return to the 
soil as a spongy humus that puts 
soil into the best condition to ab- 
sorb rainfall, thus helping prevent 
erosion and providing needed raw 
material for thrifty forest growth.
